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Little, alarmed at the closeness with whieh the 
officers were pressing the gang, and the 
fear that Jesse James intended murdering 
him, concluded to enter, if possible, into 
negotiations by which he would surrender 
himself. In pursnance of this move, 
he-visited the home of the Fords in Ray 
county,. which for a long while had been the 
rendezvous of the gang. Here he re- 
quested Mattie Ford, who has been 


known for the last few weeks as the ‘‘veiled’’ 
woman, to pay a visit to Gov. Crittenden and 
see what arrangements could be effected. 
Mattie called on the Governor last 
Coristmas Day, and arrangements were e¢n- 
tered into as foilows, viz:. That if Dick would 
surrender and present a plan by which the 
capture of Jesse and Frauk James could be 
effected he mot only should be pardoned, but 
should receive a part of thereward. Dick ac- 
cordingly surrendered himself and immediate- 
ly gave information by which Clarence Hite 
was arrested in Kentucky, brought to Mis- 
souri and sentenced. ick then entered into 
an arrangement with Rob Ford and 
his . brother, by which they werd 
to feign anger, ap report 
to Jesse James the fact that he (Little) had 
given himself up. This the Ford boys pro- 
ceeded to do, and in turn brought 
Little word from Jesse Jumes that 
he intended to catch him, cut him to 
pieces, and then burn him alive. Gov. Crit- 
tenden then telegraphed to Police Commis- 
sioner Oraig to enter into what arrange- 
ments. he thought proper with the 
Ford boys by which the capture 
of Jesse James could be effected. Craig then 
ordered the Ford boys to join Jesse James and 
kill him whenever an opportunity presented it- 
self and not to take him with a posse. 
Kob Ford and hia brother then joined Jesse 
James, whose complete confidence they pos- 
sessed, and stuid with him most of the time 
until tue murder. 

‘*Why did not Ford notify the officers of St.

JEFFERSON Ciry, Mo., April4 —The Governor 
left for Kansas City last night. Before leaving 
a telegram reached him trom St. Joseph, from 
some of the weak-kneed city officials, asking 
his permission to call out the militia 
forthe purpose of quelling the excitement 
incident to the allezed killing of the 
person said to be Jesse James. 
The Governor telegraphed that the 
body be taken to Kansas City, to which 
the. county officers doubtiess objected, 
cxusing the fuss reguiriug the ald 
of tne inilitia. The Governor ordered 
Capt. Hanson, of St. Joseph, to call out the 
St. Joe militia. He xaiso ordered out « oom: 
panv in Kansas City to meet the funeral escort 
upor its arrivaltbere. This way. of carting 
tre budy around may be ia accordance with 
law and precedent and modern civi ization, 
but why it shoulda be taken to Kansas City so 
suddenly is inexpiicable at tunis time, except it 
be that Dick Little canvoc getuut of the hands 
of his trainers or is fraid to go 
beyond the Hmits of Kansas City.

Crittenden’s Bargain With Ford.

Kansas City. Mo., April 4.—The kilitng of } 


Jesse Jumes at St. Joseph is fally corroborated 
this morning, and has create:| much excite- 
ment through the county. It is now known 
that the deed was the fulfillment of a bargain 
between Governorestitenden and Bob Ford and 
that Ford was to receive one-fourth 
the reward and tmmunity. In an 
interview with Dick Little held 
by a reporter Sunday last the scheme was 
foreshadowed, but he saidit wes not to have 
been accomplished before Wednesday or 
Toursday, and only then if it was 
found imposasible for Sheriff Timber- 
lake to capture the bandit leader 
alive. Gov. Crittenden arrived here this 
morning and immediately telegraphed the 
authorities at St. Joe toturn the body over to 
Mrs. James after the inquest, which is now in 
progress. 

in an fnterview the Governor stated that bis 
first meeting with Ford was at the St. James 
Ho el, imfhisecity, on the 22a of February, 
and that an arrangement by 
which Jesse James was to be 
either captured or killed was consummated. 
He met Little a few davs later throuch an 
appointment made by Mattie Ford, of Ray 
econnty, who called upon himat Jefferson 
Oity early tn the month. Ile 
was non-committal as tothe disposition to be 
made of Fora. und Little, but admitted that 
their ultimate pardon was not. improbable. 

Saeriff Timberlake, Diek Little and Mrs. 
Ramuels, motherof the dead bandit, passed 
thronagh this city last night on their way to 
St. Joe, and have identified the body 
on oath. The double contession of Dick 
Little is still a mystery, and the officers 
nre endeavoring to solve ttand learn which is 
correct. Thetrial of the Rive Cat robbers is 
in progress at Independence, and the utmost 
efforts of counsel are dtfrected toward proving 
an alibi.

That Jesse Jamesis déad there is now not 
the shadow of doubt. In him the master spirit 
in the train-robbing outrages has been van- 
quished,and doubtless now the practice of rob- 
bing trains in the West will cease. 

Jesse James wag bornin Clay county, Mis- 
souri, in 15. Frank was born in Kentucky in 


1841. Rev. Robert I. James, a Baptist minister, 
was their father. He came to this State in 1545, 
living here till IS, He emigrated 
oO California, separuting from his 
wife, their natures being incompatibie. Mrs. 
James (now Airs. Samuels) is atill living, re 
siding on » furm on ‘the Hannibal and St. Joe 
Ratiroad, seventeen miles northeast of Kansas 
City. 
Jesse and Frank James first 
ENTERED UPON THEIR MURDEROUS CAREER 

during the war, when, though mere boys, 
they joined Quantrell's band of guerrillas, 
being among the leading spirits of that intrepid 
organization of cut-throats.. To give in de- 
tuil a recital of the hand-to-hand conflicts, 
murders and massacres in which the James 
boys engaged from ‘6i to ‘66 would be, 
impossible. Prominevt among these bloody 
events was the mass:cre at Centralia, Mo.,a 
way-station on the Wabash Ratlroad, septem- 
ber 17, 18al. There Frank and Jesse James and 
Bill Anderson butchered thirty-two invalid 


Union soldiers. During the winter of 
1865 Jesse James left the guerrillas, 
and with George Shepherd went 


to Texas. Frank remained with Quantrell 
and went* with him to hentucky. By 
an uccicent Frank happened toa be 
absent at the fight in Kentucky, 
in which the guerillas were almost 
exterminated and the leader killed. 

From 1°65 to 1868 nothing was heard of Jesse 
and Frank James. The first of the 
series of robberies that have since rendered 
tiese bovs famous occurred in Russelville, 
Kv., in 1868, when Jesse James and Cole 
Younger, Al and George shepherd and 
Jim White robbed the bank there of $14,000. 
George Shephed was caught soon alter the 
rovbery and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for thiee years. This time he _ served. 

The first robbery in Missouri occurred in 
Gallatin. There they robbed the bank and 
shot and kilied Sheets, the cashier. 

THE NEXT ROBBERY 
oceurred in Kentucky,inthe townof Colum- 
bia, two years afterwards, only $200 being 
taken there. »# 

In 1873 tne Kansas City Fair Grounds ticket 
office was robved of $10,000 by Jesse James 
and two pals in open daslight. Six weeks 
after the bank at St. Gencvieve was robbed of 
$10 000. 

The James »oys next came into 
rotoriety in 1873. A train on the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
Way was wrecked in Clay county, Missoazri, 
and $6,900 taken from the messenger. Next 
the Iron Mountain train was robbed at Gad’s 
Hill, the .otal haul there amounting to $10,500. 

A trata was next robbed at Muncie, near 
| Kan3es City, and $23,000 taken. Jesse and 
frank James then went into Texas, where the 
plain forthe robbery of the Huntington, W. 
~a., bank was planned. 

This robbery took place in September, 1875, 
and 2 haul of &0.000 made. The next train 
robbery was at Winston, on July 15, 1881. 
Here, as will be remembered, Conductor 
| Westfall was billed. 

The tasttwotrain robberies that chaacter- 
ized the career of the James Boys were the 
Giendale and the Blue Cut. 

Frank James wus waurried in 1875to Miss 
Annie Ralston, whose father resided near Inde- 
pendence. Sheis said to have been a wonder- 
tully Deautiful woonan, and, being of aroman.- 
tic dizposttion, tell in love with 
Frank, his name having been on the tongue 
of every inhabitant in thatcountry. They were 
marriea ctaudestinely, the father of the 
virl Objecting emphatically to the union.

The Veto. 

WASHINGTON, april 4.—The President’s veto 
of the Chinese bill was received at 11:20 p. m. 
and was read immediately. The President 
said after careful consideration he returned 
the bill with objections. He held that it con- 
flicted with the treaty obligations, violat- 


ing the taith of the nation, and hoped that 
Congress would find another that would meet 
the expectations of the people of the United 
Stores, and not conflict with the rights of 

‘nina. 

The President maintains that neither repre- 
sentatives of the United States or China in 
making the treaty ef 1890 contemplated any 
such pronibition of Obine3se immigration. as 
that proposed in the bill. He opposed the 
passport system proposed in the bill as un- 
democratic and said be thought it unwise to 
introduce such. .a system in this country. The 
passport system, he said, is falling into disuse 
in Europe, and besides, he maintains, expe- 
rience has shown that passports are easily 
borrowed or even torged. 

The President said that Chinese labor had 
beenof great valueinthis country, and that 
monuments to their industry existed. They

Oil Refinery Burned, 

PittsgurG, Pa., Avril4.—This morning a 
fire broke out in the Standard Oil Refinery No 
1, situated on Butler street, in the Eighth 
Ward, and covering an area of four blocks. 
The tire was caused by an explosion of 


chrysaline in tank No. 12, in 
which there were 5350 barrels 


of fluid. The cover of the tank was blown 
off, and, crashing through the roof of the 
Stitling-house, set firetothe oil.

IMPROVED TELEPHONES. 


Soft Whisperings Heard Between 
Boston and New York. 
New York Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Mr. C. E. Chinnock, the electrician of the 
Metropolitan Telephone Company, of this 
city, said this morning that after several 
years of experimenting the problem of talk- 
ing by telephone over long distances Lad been 
completely solved, and thai conversation had 
been carried on with ease between New York 
and Boston during the last ten days. 

“Two weeks ago,” said he, “I went to 
Boston to consult with the Bell Telephone 
Company. The chief electrician of the Com- 
pany, Mr. Jaqnez, said that-he had some- 
thing to show that would astonish me. Some 
twenty feet away from where I sat was an 
ordinary telephone, exactly like those in nse 
all over this city. Mr. Jaquez came, and as 
he closed the door a voice as loud and distinct 
as Iam talking to vouin now,said: ‘Good 
morning Mr. Chinnock. How do you like 
Boston?’ I looked around in amazement, 
and said to Mr. Jaquez: ‘Have you 4 speak- 
ing tube here” ‘No,’ he replied, ‘that is the 
telephone.’ I thought at first that it was 
some practica!t joke but after a few moments’ 
investigation I became convinced that a gréat 
advance had been made in science. 

**By a chemical manipulation of the car- 
bon, which is still a secret, and the use of a 
current four times as strong as the ordinary 
one, our handphones, as we call them, can 
be made to give forth sounds as loud and ar- 
ticulate as tne human voice itself. It is no 
exaggeration to say that after this improve- 
ment is put to use the call-beil will be wholly 
‘ulinecessary, because the voice from the tele=- 
phove can be heard by any near enough to 
hear the bell. Thus, while I was sgtiilin the 
room, a voice from the telephone called Miss 
Taylor, some one employed in an adjoining 
room, and sitting at least forty feet away 
from the instrument.

When the voice comes froma distance, as 
from Boston to New York, itis necessary to 
speak quite loudiy, but not to shout, for the 
voice to be heard distinctiv in all parts of the 
room in this city; out by putting the hand- 
phone to tie ear a whisper can be heard from 
Boston to New York. By using what is 
known asa metallic circuit—two wires in- 
stcad of one—conversations have been carried 
on with ease over four hundred and eighty 
milesof country. Lsee no reason why con- 
versation cannot be carried on between New 
York and San Franci<co, and have no _ hesita- 
tion iu saying that within a year conversa- 
tion between here and Chicago will be a mat- 
ter of hourly occurrence. No change. what- 
ever wiil be necessary in the present apparat- 
us, except in substituting four cells for one 
and in differentiy prepared carbon.’’

Why Do They Use Salt? 
From the Sanitary Engineer. 

The Lancet calls attention to the increasing 
adulteration of beer with salt, especially in 
East London, where one analyst reported that 
twenty-four samples, examined by him dur- 
ine the last quarter, contained salt. The 
quantity of salt, though not stated, is pre- 
sumed fo have been sufficient to constitute a 
case of adulteration. The Lancet says: **The 
purpose of the sait is, of course, to make the 
heer-drinker thirsty and to induce him to 
drink more than be at first intended;” and it 


| adds that the offense *‘is 2 crime which ought 


to be punished with exceeding severity.’’ It 


| does not seem probable that this is the true 


motive of the “drink-sellers’’ in adding salt, 
ipasmuch as the quantity used wouid hardly 
have the effect attributed toit. It may have 
been added by the brewer with an idea to its 
preservative action, or by the dealer to restore 
the flavor partially destroyed by the dilution 
of the beer with water.

A Desperado’s End. 
Milford (Va.) Special to Chiczgo Tribune. 

Intelligence has been received here of a 
desperate ficht for a womak’s hand, ending 
in the murder of Gillery Bondick, a famous 
desperado, near Lemont, in Accomac county, 
last night. Bondick and Ben Young were 
enamored of a vounge woman in 
that county, and this fact led 
to bad feeling between them, which was in- 
tensified on Bondick’s part by the fact that 
Young had goiten ahead of him and captured 
the affections of the female. Bondick was 
known allover the county asa man of des- 
perate courage, anid terrorized the whole 
county. His threats were gener- 
ally. executed, and 80 when he 
warned his rival that if be ever caught 
him at the house of the woman again he 
would killbim he supposed that the threat 
would drive Young away, He was mistaken. 
Young continued bis visits, only warying the 
usual style of courtship by shouldering a rifle 
whenever he went to see his sweetheart. He 
would keepit cocked when near her house 
and be on the alert always for his enemy, and 
a8 soon as the door was opened he would en- 
ter, buthe always kept the gun within ecasy 
reach. Last night Bondick was found not far 
from the Jatter’a house. He had a terrible 
wound in his abdomen and his life was evi- 
dentiv spent. Between his gasps for breath 
he managed to say: **Believe Ben 
Young has. murdered me.?’ The 
exertion in saying this much caused 
the gushing of a hemorrbage from his mouth, 
and he died, strangled bv his own blood. The 
spot bore evidence of a hostile meeting. Ina 
few feet of Bondick’s bodv pieces of a cun- 
barrel were found, and pools of blood were 
discovered, whichit was evident had not 
flowed froin the dead man’s wounds. Young 
Was s00n after arresied, and it was discov- 
ered that his nose was broken and that he 
had a severe concussion in the forehead. The 
discoveries go to show that last night Young 
was about to enter the house of the woman 
with whom he wasin love, and was sudden- 
ly confronted by Bondics, who was armed to 
the teeth. Young, however, got the drop on 
him, and, reaiizing that there would be a life 
and death struggie, did not hesitate to 
parley, but sent the whole charge into the 
body of hisrival. As he fired the gun-barrel 
burstin his hands, wounding him painfully, 
but not seriously. Ben Bondick was a man 
with a history. He was known as the Knight 
of the RKuoad, which title his father before him 
had borne. He wasa famous desperado in 
all that section of the country, and during the 
war had gained great notoriety by openly de- 
fying the Federal soldiers. His father was 
his sole companion, and the two men lived on 
horseback, the daring and~reckless life hav- 
ing a peculiar fascination for them. 
The elder Bondick carried his  car- 
bine at this saddle and made war 
on every Federal soldier he could find. 
Many attempis to surround and arrest him 
failed. He was finaliy discovered and sur- 
rounded by a company of, Federal cavalry. 
They. called on him to surrender, but he re- 
fused, his only reply tothe demand being a 
shot from his carbine. He was soon riddled 
with buliets, but so desperate was his fight 
that he killed one of his assailants and 
wounded several others. His dead body was 
suspended to an apple tree by the road, with 
the foliowing words written on a piece of pa- 
per tacked to it: “Whoever cuts down this 
man sbal! share his fate.”? It remained there 
for sometime. His son was equal in desper- 
ate daring. The affair causes great excite- 
ment in this county.

President ARTHUR withholds bis signa- 
ture from the anti-Chinese bill and it fails to 
become alaw. This will provoke some wrath | 
among the white voters along the Pacific 
Coast, but not enough to create a political 
revolution. Mr. [layres, while acting as 
President, did the same thing, and yet Cali- 
ernia marched up like a maiden bound for 
the matrimonial altar and east part of her vote 
for GARFIELD and Republicanism.

The Chinese came 
and they did their work well in the develop- 
ment ofthe Pacitic Coast. Now the China- 
man has grown to be a nui ance. His habits, 
tastes, inclinations, and heliefs unfit him en- 
tirely for American citizenship. He is at 
best but a dird of passage. He does not 
come here to affijiate as ather immigrants. 
He sands aloof from our civilization and in- 
“ists that his remains shall pe returned to 
China in the event of death. He stands in 
the way of honest labor and denies even the 
usufruct of bis body for fertilizing purposes. 
Certainly America could not have been charged 
with illiberality and exclusiveness if, in the 
midst of welcoming the Aryan, enfranchising 
the negro and civitizing the Iudian, we had 
begged for tim? before undertaking also the 
transformation of the Mongols into self- 
governing citizens. Wvuuld it mot be wisdom 
to temper the greed of our material develop- 
ment, build railroads slower and let the 
forests stand rather than appeal to Asia for a 
new races of laborers, underbidding our own, 
to complicate our social problems? The 
Springfield (slass.) Jtepublican expresses 
the true American sentiment on this ques- 
tion, we think, when it says: 
Shall we inspect all the cattle which come 
into the country, except the human, and ad- 
mit eve: ything whieh walks or even grovels 
upon two jeys? Let us welcome wholesome 
humanity stiil—men, women and children, 
however humble, who have honest capacity 
and purpose of toilin them, and who are their 
Own masters. But it is time to raise barriers

The Broadway Remon—strantsOrdinance To 
Be Drafted—Salaries. 


President Fi ad reported he had granted ner- 
mission to the Rosicrucian Society to erect a 
drinking fountain for public use in front of Nos. 
408 and 410 Locust street. 

The Water Commissioner reported an ordi- 
nance to authorize the appointment of a su- 
Perintendent, engineer and other employes 
during the construction of the Water-works 
extension, and fixing the compensation as fol- 
lows: One general superintendent of eon- 
struction atasalary of two hundred dollars 
per month; one principal assistant en- 
gineer ata salary of one hundred and fifty 
dollars per month; one mechanical engineer 


as inspector of construction of pumping ma- 
chinery, at one hundred and thirty doliars per 
month; not to exceed three inspectors of 
masonry and other work at ninety dollars per 
month each; one leveler at one hundred dol- 
lars per month; two rodmen at seventy-five 
dollars per month each; not to exceed two 
draughtsmen at four dollars per day each, and 
such number of field-hands es may be re- 
quired at sixty dollars per month. The Water 
Commissioner also reported an ordinance to 
authorize the Board of Public Improvements 
to make contracts for~ ali materials, and for 
the laying of No. 3 pump main with tne neces- 
es appurtenances, and appropriating $80,000 
to pay for the same. Both ordinances were 
approved by the board and will be sent to the 
Municipal Assembly this afternoon, 
THE BROADWAY REMONSTRANTS. 

Street Commissioner Turner reported that 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys hrxd ex- 
amined the petition of thex.remonstrants 

against the reconstruction of Breadway from 
Franklin avenue to Mound stree}, and found 
that 34 percent of the property- “owners and 
15 per cent of the leaseholders in that dis- 
trict had signed the remonstrance. The 
Commissioner stated his committee was not 
prepared to report on the matter of the re- 
construction of B:ioadway from Mound streev 
to Bremen avenue, but will do so ‘at the next 
meeting gin the meantime they recommened, 
inasmuch as the remonstrants were not a 
majority of the property-owners, that an 
ordinance be prepared and reeommended to 
the Municipal Assembly to provide for the re 
construction, with granite, of Broadway from 
Franklin avenue to Mound street. President 
Flad and all the Commissioners with the ex- 
ception of Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
voted affirmatively on Commissioner Turner’s 
motion, and the committee were instructed to 
draught the ordinance. In conversation 
with the reporter,. Commissioner Pteifer, 
stated in explanation of his opposing vote 
that he was thoroughly in favor of the recon- 
struction of Broadway with granite—in fact it 
was the street of streets that needed it most— 
but he regards it as a hardship that the owners 
of adjoining property are required under the 
present laws to bear the entire burden of re- 
construction. Had a majority of the Broadway 
property-owners signed the 1emonatrauce 
which was pri sented at the meeting of the 
board on the 29th ult., and upon which action 


was had _§ this morning, Commissioner 
Pfeifer’s negative vote would suffice to 
kill the proposed measure. As it is, 


hewever, less than nalf ot the property-owners 
have signed the remonstrance, and, therefore, 
a majoricy of the number of the bo ard is sulli- 
cient to carry the matter turough. The ordi 
nance to provide for the reconstruction will be 
prepared immediately; it will be presented at 
the next meeting of the board, on Thursday 
morning, and will gO to the Assembly proba- 
bly on Friday. The fight, if there is to be a 
tight, will have to take place there. 

A TARDY REMONSTRATOR.
